A writer in the Journal des fa t nit* tells of 
an eitraonlinary hallucination at present ra­ 
ging in many parts of Germany anil France 
similar to those moral and mental epidemics 
which hare ut Intervals broken out 'am ong 
mankind, and for which it is lai|iossible to us 
sign any reasonable cause. 
Tile su|s>rstitious 
mania in this case seems to have orginated on 
the French borders, iii the neighborhood of 
Wiisemlxiurg, but first took solid root at Rid- 
Unit, in the Grand Duchy of Radon, and now 
embraces Strasburg and the whole of Alsace, 
besides many other districts both iii Germany 
ami France. 
For mouths past thousands of 
people—including many even of intelligence 
and education—hare professed to see all sorts 
of strange characters trace*] ujton the window 
panes of their houses, csjieciady those of pub, 
lie functionaries, the figures t» lug generally of 
a religious or war-like character. 
Thus, for 
instance, Madonnas, Zouaves, T arr os. can­ 
nons and lroa-clud vessels of war seem to be 
the apparition most commonly met with.— 
Nothing can convince these |x*op|e that it is 
nothing but a delusion. 
Its most of the vil­ 
lages the Inhabitants are sitting for long hours 
during the day anxiously watching their win­ 
dow-panes for these miraculous manifestations 
while their fields are remaining uncultivated, 
and scarcely a day pa--es but same little vil­ 
lage has its new apparation to publish to the 
world. 
To make matters worse a J tort ion of 
the priest horn I seem to Lh* using'this unhealthy 
excitement for enforcing the doctrines of f.dib 
in the miraculous. 
Alluding to tills particular 
feature, the lA-bats says: “People 8|wuk of the 
necessity of restoring faith iii order to restore 
France to the position of a gre at nation; but 
they need not, on that account, load us back 
to the dark days of superstition."

The Levaut Times gives a long account of 
the coronation of Prince Cass*, the new King 
of Ethiopia, which took place at Axum on the 
U th of January. 
The solemnities lasted a 
fortnight; the tint step in them was Prince 
Cassa’s departure from Adoa on the 4th of 
January for Axum, which was reached on the 
12lli. 
On the Lith a grand review took place. 
RI Which 3,000 Abyssinian priests were pres­ 
ent as sped at ors. 
On Ute I itll Cassa made 
his solemn entry into the cathedral of Axum, 
where the coronation ceremony was gone 
through. 
At the termination of this, he re­ 
paired lo a palace which be lad s|M*cially built 
for th# occasion, and mounted the throne, 
leading up to which were twelve steps, wear­ 
ing the crown upon his head. 
At this mo­ 
ment the company were so overjoyed as to lie 
unable to restrain themselves, and began dis­ 
charging fire-arms in Hie throne room, and 
much to the apparent delight of Hic monarch, 
but to the detriment of the ceiling, if not of 
the nerves of any delicately organized Ethio­ 
pians. 
The close of the rejoicing, however, 
atones for the somewhat barbaric nature of 
previous proceedings. 
The eating and drink­ 
ing lasted three consecutive days, and during 
the whole of this time the king remained in the 
room. 
The people enter**! by relays of four 
hundred at a time, and the carnival did not 
end until 4,000 head of cattle and 60(1 hives of 
honey used in the preparation of hydromel hail 
been consumed.

A Ride in Hie Country. 
A F reeman reporter having occasion to go 
a short distance south of New Paltz village 
on Saturday last embraced Hic opportunity of 
seeing as much of the track of the storm of 
Thursday afternoon as was possible while rid­ 
ing in a roundabout way to his destination. 
Leaving this city just Ix-fore noon lie drove to 
High Falls by tho way of the Lucas turnpike. 
The day was all that could be desired; a bright 
sun shone overhead, a gentle westerly breeze 
made traveling for the horse a slight effort and 
riding a delight for the driver. 
It is Lowell 
we believe who said “if ever there come per­ 
fect days they some in June," and Saturday 
was a perfect day. 
The landscape was as 
“fair as a garden of Hie Lord,” for the foliage 
was in the full height of its luxuriance, the 
waving grain undulated like tho billows of u 
summer sea the springing corn, giving un 
•artiest of Nature’s promised harvest, briugin 
to miud the beautiful lines of the Quuki r 
poet: 


"And atilt she walks in golden hours 
Through harvest happy farms, 
And still she wear* hor fruits aud (towers 
Like Jewels on her arm s.” 
“ What mean the gladness of the plain, 
This joy of eve aud tnorn, 
Tho m irth that shakes the bourd of graiu 
Aud yellow locks of corn ?” 
The grain fields noticed along the turnpike 
have suffered but slightly from Thursday’s 
storm, only an occasional field being seen in 
which the grain, In some portions of it, was 
prostrate, but the power of the wind was evi­ 
dently manifested by seeing more than one 
“ monarch of Hie wood" uprooted and shorn of 
its branches, while the effects of heaven’s artil­ 
lery were seen in Hie soared and blasted trunks 
of great tn*es at which thunderbolts bad been 
hurled. 
In High Falls Hit* houses presented 
the appearance of having lieen subjected to a 
rattling tiro of musketry, so scarred were they 
and so dilapidated as regards window glass. 
Gardens were seamed and scored, fruit trees 
uprooted or stripped of their branches, flowers 
and vegetables washed bodily from the beds, 
and tho grass wore a bruised look, as if it lead 
been tranqied u|ion by millions of marching 
feet. 
(lur re|iorter was informed H at after 
the storm had passed the ground was literally 
white with tile hail stones which had fallen, 
and from descriptions of the scene the war of 
elements was greatest in the immediate vicini­ 
ty of High Falls aud westward aliout Stone 
Ridge. 
After leaving High Falls and ascend­ 
ing the Shawangunk mountains, vt itll the ex­ 
ception of a tree shorn of its branches, no ef­ 
fects of the storm could bo discovered. 
Tile 
ride up the mountain from the westward is an 
experience to be marked hi one’s memory.— 
Tile road, which is a good one, passes over 
beds of soft slate rock, in a gradual ascent 
from the valley bittie mountain summit, giving 
such a view as one has the happiness of seeing 
but few times in his life. 
The valley lying 
between the Catskill and Shawangunk ranges 
for miles and miles is spread out lienoutli tile 
ascender like a map, and when the summit 
is reached the Wallkill valley on the oust is 
seen in all its loveliness of fruitful fields, bosky 
woods, nestling villages mid hamlets, mid sil­ 
ver thread of water stream. 
Upon the very 
summit of tin* mountain n gentleman by the 
name of Whitney has a most nourishing look­ 
ing fruit farm, eotisisriiigof aa extensive poach 
orchard, strawberry plantation mid fields of 
Antwerp berries. 
Descending the mountain 
oil Hie eastern side comfortable farm-houses 
Iii His midst of fruitful looking fields are pas­ 
sed, proving that the cultivation of the moun­ 
tain side from hns« to topmost summit bus re­ 
paid Ute husbandman for his toil. 
Entering 
the village of New Paltz the most prominent 
object is tile extensive new hotel erected ueur 
the depot of the Wallkill Valley Railway. 
It 
is a building of considerable architectural pre­ 
tentious and quite an ornament to the pretty 
little village, w hich has greatly improved sinco 
the building of the railroad. 
The inhabitants 
of the Paltz are much interested in the rail­ 
road war I let ween Mr. F. O. Norton and the 
Wallkill Valley Railway Company, and much 
regret that any trouble iias arisen to delay Hie 
completion of the road to Kingston. 
Our re- 
[K>rter was informed by one of the most public 
spirited and influential citizens of Hie place 
that upon the running of trains to Kingston 
th** extensive trade from Paltz aud the region 
round aliout, which now finds its way to Po'- 
kecpsie, will be transferred to our city, by rea­ 
son of more rapid and easy communication.— 
Since the railroad has bevil in ((iteration some 
new enterprises have lawn started at the Paltz, 
among which is quito an extensive brick yard 
on the line of Hie railway Just south of the vil­ 
lage. 
Some new houses have (teen erected 
during this season, and it is said the village 
bids fair to become quito a annuller retort for 
brick-and-mortur weary mortals, and certainly 
no mon* lovely country can l»o found beneath 
tho sun than the valley of the Wallkill.

rode home by the light of the moou, thinking
